— emphasizing cooperation, caring for 
others, and community service

keep moving ahead, hoping to stay on the 
crest of the tide.

Perry Dunlap Smith said, "Education should be the presentation of 
conditions for choice, for the exercise of reason."

From the time of its founding in 1919, The North Shore Country 
Day School has emphasized social conscience and service. Perry 
Dunlap Smith, the School's founder and first Headmaster, believed 
that every individual has the responsibility to participate actively 
in one's community. Smith's concept of community included the 
School of course, but also extended to broader boundaries and 
eventually to the whole world. As Nancy Geyer Christopher 
reports in her booklet, The Vision of Perry Dunlap Smith , "The idea 
of community is the most basic point in Smith's philosophy of 
education." 

Following the lead of Perry Dunlap Smith's motto "Live and Serve," 
The North Shore Country Day School of the 1990's continues to 
promote an understanding of our society and our environment. 
Excellent education within the context of the School community is 
demonstrated with such programs as: 

• Morning Exercise 

• peer tutoring 

• Work Day 

• special events like the Harold H. Hines, Jr. Visiting Fellowship 

• the Buddy Program, which pairs younger students with older 
students who act as mentors throughout the year 

Various class projects outside of the School show that North Shore 
still stresses the need for each individual to take action toward 
making the community a better place. This fall, students and 
faculty were involved in: 

• collecting clothing and other goods for PRIDE (Positive 
Resouceful Intelligent Development of Englewood) 

• collecting hundreds of books for the Hull House Uptown 
Head Start Program and the Literacy Center of Chicago

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Planting Seeds of Change and Hope 


The following article on Jack Loomis 
expresses a statement of his own 
religious faith. While not endorsing 
this faith or any other , NSCDS 
believes strongly in encouraging a 
diversity of views. We agree with Jack 
that "this world would be an 
impoverished place if there were no 
opportunity to consider and to reflect 
upon a wide array of divergent 
opinions and ideas. The fruit of such 
interaction , when properly engaged 
between openminded people, is mutual 
growth and understanding." 

Jack Loomis '69, a physician with a 
degree in public health, is excited 
about the journey he and his wife 
Kelly will be undertaking to 
Kenya, in East Africa within the 
next year or so. They will do 
community development work 
with the impoverished and 
downtrodden Digo tribe. It will be 
Jack's fifth trip to Africa in the last 
17 years and the longest, as he and 
Kelly are expecting to stay five 
years or more. Reflecting on how 
he sees his role helping others, Jack 
said: "You can't expect to change 
the world at once. It has to happen 
gradually, starting with a small 
group of people who will serve as 
examples to others. All we can do 
is plant some seeds and hope 
they grow." 

Jack has been living these words 
by devoting much of his career to 
working with disadvantaged 
people. Using his health-related 
skills, he has reached out to help 
improve the quality of life for 
individuals in Africa and the U.S. 
Since 1989 he has been working in 
the Infant Intensive Care Unit at 
Mt. Sinai Hospital on Chicago's 
West Side. From this vantage 
point he has seen the effects of 


impoverished inner city life on the 
health and spirit of individuals 
and families. As great as the needs 
are in many parts of America, 
however. Jack feels strongly that 
God has called him to do 
community development work 
in Africa. 

When asked how he feels about 
shifting from curative medicine to 
disease-preventive and health- 
promotive activities. Jack likes to 
cite the story of a village trying to 
cope with a hazardous cliff.' "You 
can have ambulances at the bottom 
of the cliff waiting to haul people 
to the hospital after they fall off, or 
you can help put up a fence to 
keep people from falling in the 
first place." The latter, of course, is 
preventive, and that's what he 
wants to devote much of his time 
to in Africa.

Jack and Kelly's upcoming Kenya 
experience is a part of Mission: 
Moving Mountains , a Christian 
organization founded 15 years ago 
to bring help at the village level to 
African peoples struggling to 
break out of poverty. Jack 
explained that a key to the 
organization's success is the use of 
small teams of facilitators. Team 
members live in the villages and 


teach skills in disease-prevention 
and health-promotion, in 
agriculture, in community 
organizing, and in other areas 
comprising development. They 
convey the Christian message both 
by example — in the way they go 
about their professional work, 
conduct their family lives and 
share in the lives and concerns of 
their African neighbors — and by 
verbally communicating the 
message of Jesus Christ. 

Why the necessity of verbal 
proclamation? Jack believes 
strongly that caring actions alone 
cannot adequately convey to the 
Digo people or to anyone else the 
depth of God's love for them. Jack 
adds that "When it comes to 
community development. I'm 
convinced that transformation at 
the level of a person's heart is vital 
to the overall process of fostering 
and nurturing those values and 
attitudes which enable individuals 
to live and work together 
effectively in community — 
patience, understanding, 
sensitivity, compassion, 
cooperation, affirmation and 
encouragement of others. If it is 
true that 'changed lives can change 
the world,' then the good news of 
Jesus — communicated in words 
and by loving acts of service — can 
impact both individuals and 
communities profoundly." 

"In time," Jack emphasizes, 
"Whoever chooses to make a life¬ 
long commitment to following 
Jesus finds within himself that 
despair, moral impotence, 
insecurity, emptiness, self- 
centeredness and hatred give way 
to hope, the desire and capacity to 
do right, inner peace, purpose for 
living, selflessness and love.

According to what I believe," Jack 
continues, "these qualities begin to 
appear the moment a person 
humbly ackowledges before God 
his underlying rebellious or 
indifferent stance toward Him, 
claims the forgiveness of sins 
which God freely and lovingly 
offers through Jesus, and, thus, 
becomes reconciled with his 
personal creator. I have found that 
individuals whose lives become 
personally transformed and 
spiritually-empowered by Jesus 
are vital to the process of 
catalyzing foundational changes in 
awareness, attitudes and behavior 
in their own communities. True 
and lasting community 
development can occur in such 
a context." 

Turning to some of the practical 
ways in which a development 
team might be helpful in a village 
setting. Jack provides a simple 
example. In one village, which 
Kelly and Jack have already visited 
on a scouting expedition, it is not 
uncommon for a woman to make 
five two-mile trips every day to 
bring her family fresh water, 


carrying it in a large container on 
her head. One might think that a 
logical solution would be to dig a 
nearby well, but the technical and 
organizational difficulties of 
building and maintaining it 
properly too often render the well 
uesless. A better initial approach, 
Jack suggests, might be to 
encourage the women themselves 
to organize an income-generating 
co-operative, which would enable 
them eventually to acquire an ox- 
driven cart and barrels. Much 
more water could then be carried 
on each trip, and the women could 
each take turns in bringing back 
water for their own and for other 
families. If this or other "low- 
tech" alternatives were to prove 
effective, it might stimulate the 
residents to tackle other serious 
problems facing their village. 

Much of a team's success, of 
course, lies in securing the trust of 
those whom it tries to assist. Jack 
observes that it will be important 
for Kelly and him to live in the 
village in a way that isn't too far 
removed from the lives of the 
people they are trying to help. 


However, they won't "go native" 
— a mistake made by a number of 
Westerners. For one thing. Jack 
explained, "Villagers know you 
come from a very different world 
and can't understand why you 
would try to live exactly as they 
do. Some of them are even likely 
to be offended by such an 
attempt." He also pointed out that 
by forsaking all the things that 
make daily life easier and more 
efficient — electricity, for instance, 
or house-helpers — there would be 
that much less time to work with 
the villagers. As Jack puts it, "You 
try to live modestly but with a 
standard of living adequate 
enough to enhance your family's 
capacity to live among the 
villagers over the long haul. 
Westerners who 'go native' tend to 
burn out and to depart before they 
can do effective work." Jack and 
Kelly are arranging for the 
construction of a small house in 
one of the Digo villages. 

When asked if any of his seven 
years experience at NSCDS helped 
lead him toward his career. Jack 
points above all to the general 
atmosphere of the School. As far 
away as it is in so many ways from 
Kenya, or from the West Side of 
Chicago for that matter, Jack feels 
that NSCDS offers a model of how 
a small, supportive community 
can empower people, can convince 
them of their significance, 
challenge them to think and solve 
problems, bring out their talents 
and help them find a niche. The 
teachers in a school like NSCDS 
are dedicated to understanding the 
educational tasks at hand but also 
to promoting nurturing 
relationships with individuals. 

That is precisely what he and Kelly 
hope to do with Digo villagers — 
show them how they can improve 
their lives, while also demonstrat¬ 
ing that they care about the Digo 
people as individuals. 
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Generation to Generation 


Mabel Lindner will turn 100 years 
old this coming May and Bill Ake 
'88 hopes to attend his friend's 
birthday party, though he may 
have to settle for sending a card. 
Mabel lives in a nursing home in 
Geneva, New York; Bill is now 
back in Chicago. 

He got to know Mabel when he 
was a student at Hobart College. 
Since starting school, he had been 
intrigued by an old mansion near 
the campus. Curiosity finally led 
him to inquire what this place — 
called the White Springs Manor — 
was being used for. When he 
dropped in one day and found out 
it was a nursing home, he was 
invited to return and meet some of 
the residents. He did that soon 
after — and kept coming back on a 
weekly basis for the next two 
years, until graduation. 

Not that people at White Springs 
Manor opened up to him right 
away — they were glad to see him, 
but were a little wary, he realized 
later, wary of whether he would 
stick with it, would return. "Why 
let yourself become close to 
someone you'll never see again? 

It happened a lot with volunteers 
and you have to be on guard," one 
resident explained. 

But Bill missed few weeks over 
those two years. He read mail to 
those with poor eyesight, heard a 
lot of memorable stories and just 
kept the residents company. 
Sometimes there was no talking at 
all; people simply were glad he 
was there. If he didn't go home, 
Bill even spent part of his holidays 
at White Springs, and during 
vacations he would keep in touch 
through letters.

The White Springs Manor 
residents were very interested in 
Bill, too. They asked him about 
school, what he had done that day 
and about his life and family in 
Chicago. Bill found it amusing 
that, to most of the residents, 
Chicago was "The West," a remote 
and exotic place. Residents at 
White Springs were small-town 
and farm people, few of whom 
had ever been far away from 
Geneva, in the Finger Lakes region 
of Upstate New York. 

Bill made many friends over his 
two years of visiting the Manor, 
but understandably Mabel, the 


oldest resident of White Springs, 
was special. She was the widow of 
a prominent doctor after whom a 
wing of the local hospital had been 
named. However, nearing 100, she 
was by herself with no living 
relatives. Bill found it fascinating 
— in fact remarkable — to be 
talking to someone whose 
grandfather fought in the Civil 
War and whose relatives served in 
all the American wars since the 
Civil War, including Desert Storm. 

What kept Bill coming back was 
the pleasure he got from making a 
new set of friends from a different 
generation and from a completely 
different background — and from 
seeing the enjoyment the people 
got from his visits. 

Before he left Hobart, Bill, as 
president of his fraternity (Phi 
Sigma Kappa) proposed that the 
fraternity "adopt" White Springs 
Manor as a service project and set 
up regular visits to the residents. 
Hearing Bill's own story of 
involvement and the rewards it 
had brought him, the fraternity 
brothers responded with 
enthusiasm. The program is 
continuing this year and Bill hopes 
it keeps going.

Georgia Elmes Welles '48 states 
that her desire to be of service to 
others, with the hope of building a 
stronger world community, was 
instilled by her parents and 
reinforced by Perry Dunlap Smith 
during her time at The North 
Shore Country Day School. "Being 
busy and involved yourself is the 
best example to others," she said. 
She proudly gave proof of this by 
telling of her son's volunteer 
positions as Chairman of the Board 
at Maumee Valley (Ohio) Country 
Day and President of Planned 
Parenthood in Toledo. 

Volunteering is a way of life for 
Georgia. In the '60's she gave 
much time to Maumee Valley 
Country Day School where her 
children were enrolled. Her 
volunteer work there included a 
long period of service on the 
school's Board of Trustees and 
even a six-month stint as Interim 
Headmaster. 


Georgia's experience building a 
stronger educational community 
at Maumee Valley led her to 
become active with the National 
Association of Independent 
Schools (NAIS), the professional 
organization for elementary and 
secondary independent schools. 
One of her proudest achievements 
was her role in starting a Trustees 
Committee for NAIS some twenty 
years ago. As head of this 
committee, charged with the task 
of helping trustees become better 
leaders, she worked hard to 
develop effective training methods 
and traveled throughout the 
country giving workshops on the 
trustee's role. Knowing that such 
work is still going on at NAIS 
gives her great satisfaction. 
"They've refined it a lot, of course, 
and have gone much further — but 
it started with what we did." 

Today, Georgia directs her 
attention to the Toledo Museum of 
Art, the Arts Commission of 
Greater Toledo and the Ohio 
Nature Conservancy, though she 
continues to be involved with 
Maumee Valley and NAIS. 

The urgency of her work at the 
Conservancy is especially 
fascinating to her. Georgia is 
chairman of the Global Priorities 
Committee. "The name is a bit 
grand," she concedes with a laugh. 
"But what we do is as much fun as 
it is important." The pupose of 
this group is to decide how Ohio 
money will be spent on

environmental projects outside of 
the state and country. One of the 
most notable projects she cites is a 
study of the habitat and the effects 
of pollution on the Sian Ka'an 
Reserve, a coral reef off the 
Yucatan Peninsula in Mexico. This 
valuable natural area is the second 
longest reef in the world, following 
Australia's Great Barrier Reef. 

"Our environment, like our 
educational systems, are resources 
for which we are all responsible," 
she added. 

Georgia finds her volunteer 
commitments to organizations 
beneficial and satisfying to herself 
and the group to which she 
devotes time. Toward getting 
young people in the volunteer/ 
service "habit," she applauds 
efforts of schools to expand service 
opportunities. However, she 
believes that, fundamentally, 
young people learn by example 
and that active, involved parents, 
teachers and school staff can 
make the difference as effective 
role models. 
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Dreams in Action

The opportunities that have been 
made available to me in my life so 
far have been extraordinary. I 
grew up in a safe community and 
came from a loving and accepting 
family. I have attended schools, 
such as North Shore Country 
Day, where the faculty and 
administrators pay special 
attention to the development of 
each individual student. I have 
had the opportunity to travel 
extensively in North America and 
abroad, and I was introduced to 
art at an early age by John 
Almquist and Jackie Melissas. I 
have found that I feel best when I 
am giving back some of these gifts; 
the way that is most direct and 
enjoyable to me is through 
mural painting. 

In the spring of 1991, a few weeks 
after graduating from Cornell 
College, I started to feel the pang 
of unused potential. Putting my 
B.A. in art to good use was 
proving to be a challenge. I felt I 
needed to use my art in a socially 
constructive way. A friend told 
me about the Chicago Public 
Art Group. 

The Chicago Public Art Group 
(CPAG) is an artist-run 
organization dedicated to high 
quality public art — namely 
murals. In my own words, their 
mission is to identify and address 
issues and challenges, through art, 
that effect a given community. In 
doing so, they not only help to 
beautify the area, but they also 
educate a community and identify 
sources of pride for the people. 

The artist draws the ideas and the 
foundation for the mural from

community members. In this way 
the community creates and 
psychologically owns the message 
in the mural. Unlike works 
displayed in a museum or a 
gallery, public art is a shared and 
common experience. 

I attended the CPAG's annual 
fundraiser, which was a mural 
tour of their south-side murals. I 
was impressed not only with the 
complexity of the designs and the 
mastery of the artists, but also with 
the impact the murals seemed to 
have on their respective 
communities. I learned that when 
community members become 
proud of local art, the community 
as a whole is inspired to improve 
itself. Ownership of the work is 
felt by the community and the 
work is protected. The average 
mural by the CPAG lasts several 
years before it is marked with any 
graffiti. Several murals have held 
up for more than ten years. 

Starting out, I volunteered for four 
days on a mural entitled, Where 
There Is Discord, Harmony: The 
Power Of Art" located on 72nd 
Street, Chicago, IL. This mural, 
sponsored by The Neighborhood 
Association, employed about 


fifteen teenagers who expressed an 
interest in art at area schools. 
Artists Olivia Gude and Marcus 
Akinlana supervised the students 
for about six hours a day, and then 
worked seriously on the mural 
themselves for another 3-4 hours 
after the students left. The entire 
project lasted six weeks (excluding 
the administrative work). The 
result is a local landmark. 

The Chicago experience furthered 
my interest in public art. This past 
summer I was assistant to artist 
Kathleen Scarbro on a mural 
entitled, "Dreams in Action," 
located in Joliet, IL. Sponsored by 
the Private Industry Council, 
"Dreams in Action" also employed 
a team of local teenagers and is 
painted on a side of the Warren 
Sharp Community Center at 472 
South Joliet Street in the city. The 
mural features respected members 
of the immediate community. 

Now, people walking or driving 
down Joliet Street can look up and 
recognize themselves and their 
friends on the wall. Such 
recognition transforms the 
community members into role 
models and brings pride and 
beauty where there was once trash 
and a dingy wall.

Computers Simplify Book Fair 

To say that computers simplify 
work is an understatement, when

In past years, Book Fair volunteers 
manually wrote out student charge 
slips — a copy for the student and 
one for the School. At the end of 
the day, faculty discounts were 
subtracted, a count of books was 
reported for each grade, and 
finally, volunteers totaled and 
reported the bills. Computer 
Science Department Head Jack 
Wolter estimates that it took 
approximately three weeks to 
completely reconcile the books and 
inventory the stock. 


Having completed North Shore's 
regular and Advanced Placement 
Computer curriculum, Eugene 
chose to do independent study — 
with his project being to create a 
more efficient computerized 
process for the Book Fair.

Karla Landau Fund Reaches Goal 


Karla Landau 



Carolyn Case Norem's ties to NSCDS go way back to 
the beginning of the School. She entered the Girton 
School for Girls in 1911 at the age of six. When Girton 
became The North Shore Country Day School in 1919, 
she continued on and graduated from NSCDS in 1922 
— the School's third graduating class. At North Shore, 
she was a popular, lively and involved student. We 
also know that she laughed a lot. Under a yearbook 
category called "Things Never Separated" in the 1922 
Mirror, we find, among others, "C. Case and her 
giggles!" Her children recall that Carolyn's memories 
of North Shore were happy and vivid throughout her 
life. She liked to show them pictures of old school 
chums, and other NSCDS memorabilia. 

Busy as she was with family and her many volunteer 
activities (Junior League and Girl Scouts among others), 
she was very faithful about writing to the Alumni 
Office with news of herself, her family and classmates 
she had seen. Even toward the end of her life, when 
she struggled with physical problems, she kept in touch 
with the School and continued to be upbeat in her 
comments. We are not surprised to read the quotation 
which accompanied her picture in the 1922 Mirror. 

She was as good as she was fair, 

None — none on earth above her! 

As pure in thought as angels are: 

To know her was to love her. 

Knowing all this, perhaps we shouldn't have been 
surprised by her generous bequest to the School, upon 
her death in October 1992. It was another expression of 
Carolyn Case Norem's affection for NSCDS. 
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More than 100 grateful friends and former students 
contributed $32,195 and helped The North Shore 
Country Day School create the Karla Landau Fund for 
Foreign Language Teaching Excellence. Started in 1986 
with a goal of $30,000, the Fund names a classroom in 
the Upper School in Dr. Landau's honor and establishes 
an endowment to benefit foreign language department 
programs and materials. 

Karla Landau began her 33-year teaching career at 
North Shore Country Day in 1931. Dr. Landau taught 
German, German Literature and — as her students 
quickly would add — much, much more. She died 
shortly after her retirement at her home in Evanston 
in 1965. 

Both with love and fear, her former students recall her 
high standards, devotion and compassion and 
classroom antics. Steve Parshall '62 put it this way, in 
saluting "the Frau": "Dr. Landau was unique. Not 
only did she teach us German, she imparted many 
ideas about the world and about people. To her, each 
of us was an individual with his or her own strengths 
and follies. She also was the only teacher I knew who 
squirted her pupils with a water pistol when they fell 
short in some class assignment." Her former colleague 
Larry Aggens described her attention to teaching 
individuals, "Karla had a gradebook, but she did not 
have a cookbook when it came to the education of 
her pupils." 

With the establishment of the Landau Fund, students 
now and in the future will benefit from Dr. Landau's 
commitment to teaching excellence. 














Virginia S. Deane '41 (1923-1992) 




Ginnie Deane '41 


The North Shore Country Day School has lost a great 
friend. Ginnie Deane died on December 30,1992 in 
Lexington, Massachusetts, after a long battle with a 
serious lung condition. On January 4, the Alumni 
Office received a former-faculty questionnaire that 
Ginnie had completed only a few days before her 
death. In answer to a question about her memories of 
the NSCDS community, she wrote: "Hard to single one 
person out; many individuals — PDS perhaps the star; 
a sense of 'mattering'; we all helped, egged on, 
encouraged and supported one another." 

This brief but eloquent description of the NSCDS 
community applies to Ginnie Deane herself. She 
"mattered" greatly to the lives of a large number of 
NSCDS alums; she too was one of the "stars" in the 
NSCDS firmament. Like PDS, she was a remarkable 
educator in the deepest sense of the word — 
challenging and innovative classroom teacher, first-rate 
administrator, insightful counselor, wise observer of 
the education scene, avid seeker of knowledge and 
experience. 

This last quality was captured beautifully by the 1969 
Mirror, dedicated to Ginnie, in a quotation from 
Laurence Sterne's A Sentimental Journey which appeared 
on the dedication page: 

What a large volume of adventures may be grasped 
within this little span of life by him, who interests 
his heart in everything, and who, having eyes to see 
what time and chance are perpetually holding out to 
him as he journeyeth on his way, misses nothing he 
can fairly lay his hands on. 


Ginnie's ties with NSCDS go back to 1933, when she 
entered the School's fourth grade. Though she didn't 
stay through high school — her family moved back east 
in 1939 — the years at NSCDS obviously left a mark on 
her. After graduating from Smith College in 1945, she 
returned to Winnetka to work as an intern at NSCDS 
while she attended the Winnetka Graduate School of 
Education. Soon thereafter she joined the faculty full 
time and stayed for 23 years. She served as Dean of 
Girls from 1951 to 1969, as Dean of the Faculty from 
1960 to 1969, and as Chairman of the History 
Department from 1955 to 1969. 

Ginnie left NSCDS, because she wanted to move back 
east and because she felt it was time for some new 
challenges. "The enormous advantages of having been 
a student and a teacher here," she once wrote, "seemed 
to impose some sort of stretch beyond the nest, so to 
speak, some search to build upon the good fortune I 
had had at North Shore." And stretch herself she did, 
in a dramatic way, by plunging into the planning, 
and then the carrying out, of a remarkable educational 
enterprize. This was a year-long journey around the 
world, with three other NSCDS teachers and 18 
students. "We used Land Rovers for classrooms. It was 
an extended field trip — learning by direct experience, 
long an axiom of an NSCDS education." Following this 
"Expedition for Cultural Studies," as the adventure was 
called, Ginnie joined the faculty of St. Paul's School in 
Concord, New Hampshire in 1971. She taught at St. 
Paul's for 15 years, where she was a Vice Rector, Dean 
of Students and Dean of Faculty. 

Throughout her teaching career Ginnie devoted much 
time to professional organizations. She was active with 
the National Association of Independent Schools and 
the National Association of Principals of Schools for 
Girls from the early 60s onward, serving as president of 
the latter between 1967-1969. She was also a trustee of 
the College Board between 1977-81. 

In retirement Ginnie traveled, read, did volunteer work 
(for the Episcopal Church, Smith College and NSCDS) 
and, in the summer months, enjoyed her lovely 
mountain house in Vermont. 
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Ginnie's connection with North Shore remained strong 
to the end of her life. She stayed in close touch with 
many former colleagues, students and classmates. In 
1987, when Headmaster Richard Hall asked her to 
become Chairman of Friends of the Library, in 
conjunction with the opening of the new library, she 
accepted with great enthusiasm. In the five years she 
held this position, Ginnie enjoyed keeping close tabs on 
the goings-on in the library, as much as she did sending 
out a steady stream of wonderful thank-you notes to 
those who contributed to the Friends. It is a measure of 
her devotion to this job, and of her courage, that she 
was writing these notes up until the last few weeks of 
her life. 

Given Ginnie's life-long devotion to the School, it 
seemed very fitting indeed that, in 1984, she was the 
first recipient of the Foster Hannaford Award for 
distinguished service to NSCDS. In a letter to 
Headmaster Hall shortly before the award presentation, 
she wrote: "It is always a little scary to return to the 
haunts of one's youth, but surely nothing is more 
rewarding for a teacher than to see again one's students 


in their maturity, to realize first hand their continuing 
enthusiasm for a place that cared about them beyond 
their knowing at the time." Ginnie Deane herself did an 
enormous amount of caring, both for her students and 
for the institution itself. 

Ginnie's survivors include her sister, Elizabeth Deane 
McLane '43; and brother-in-law, John R. McClane, Jr.; 
two nieces, Virginia McLane Moreau and Kathryn E. 
McLane; two nephews, Towner D. McLane and Duncan 
C. McLane; and a grand-niece. 


In her honor , North Shore has established the 
Virginia Deane Memorial Fund. 

This endowed fund will support The Hall Library 
for which Ginnie cared so much and 
to which she gave so many hours.

Dave was 
recently named Executive Director of the 
Temple Law School's Law, Education and 
Participation Project (or Temple-LEAP). 
Among other things, this organization 
sponsors seminars, conferences and mock 
trial competitions; sends law students into 
local schools to teach about the law; and 
creates lesson plans for teaching young 
people about the Bill of Rights and other 
legal issues.

I grow up. 

In a recent note to Mac McCarty, Dave 
wrote, "I greatly enjoyed my four years at 
North Shore and have fond memories of the 
people and the place. Had I stayed at 
North Shore, I might even have had a 
winning soccer team by now!"
